The general western picture, how- 


‘|ever, shows that the industry still 


has: much room for expansion as ‘the 
present output barely supplies the 
praires. Alberta exports a small 
amount to Winnipeg: and a trickle 
finds its way as far east as Toronto. 
Saskatchewan exports nothing and 
has'to import from Manitoba to help 
its own requirements.
